WHO HAS RETURNED 0 LITHONIA. 


He Says That He Was Sandbagged 
by Brigands, 


WHO HELD HIM FOR A WEEK 


In Order to Compel Him to Give Up the 
Money Which They Believed 
Him to Have. 


LirHonta, Ga., December 20.—[Special.]— 
Bud Summers is in Lithonia again sur- 
rounded by his happy, devoted wife and 
delighted friends. 

He came in this morning at 5 o’clock 
and went direct to his home. 

Summers’s coming just now appears to be 
as mysterious as his departure. 

But the story he tells of his coming and 
going is the most sensational and romantic 
Georgia, or even the entire south, has ever 
heard. 

It savors so strongly of the Italian 
brigand that those who have heard Mr. 
Summers relate it, entranced and appalled 
by his words, style and delivery, believe 
for the time that they have been suddenly 
transported to the shady forest of sunny 
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ONE OF THE BRIGANDS. 
[taly, where the highwayman yet blooms 
and the-sendbag still taps a wealthy lord 
on the head, then, conveying him to a 
place of hiding, awaits the ransom money. 

That Summers’s mysterious departure was 
sensational every one knows. 

But a picture of that departure is awful 
lame and tame when set beside a picture 
of his return and his story. 

The newspaper reader will recall the story 
of Summers’s loss to the world a week ago. 
For four or five years he had been the 
trusted agent of the Georgia road at Li- 
thonia. 

Every one who knew him respected and 
loved him, and in him the Georgia road 
had the most implicit confidence. He was 
not only a faithful servant to the road, but 
Was accommodating to those about him. 
He was prudent and economical, and suc- 
ceeded in saving quite a snug little for- 
tune out of his salary and through his 
trading ability. 

One week ago last night Mr. Summers, at 
the supper table, told his wife that he 
would be late completing his work that 
night. He usked her not to wait for his 
return, but to go to bed. Summers went 
to the depot, and at bedtime his wife retired. 
About 4 o’clock Sunday morning she awoke. 

But her husband had not returned. 

Such a thing had never occurred before, 
and Mrs. Summers became alarmed. For 
an hour she paced the floor restlessly and 
nervously, and, then arousing the household, 
started to the depot for him. . There Mrs. 
Summers ascertained that her husband had 
left for his home Saturday night about 
10:30 o’clock. 

That was eight hours before. 

The distance was less than a half a 
mile. 

Where could he be? 

Mrs. Summers’s uneasiness became a hor- 
rible fear, and in obedience to her entreat- 
ies the alarm was given, and by 7 o’clock 
men, women and children were searching 
for the missing man. 

All day Sunday the search went on. 

And as the hours passed the people 
here became more and more certain 
that an ugly, horrible crime 
had been perpetrated, and that the 
world had been robbed of one of its best, 
purest and most honorable men. 

Late into the night the search went on, 
and only exhaustion and weariness caused 
the searchers to quit. 

The next morning THE ConstITUTION 
Bave the story to the world. 

The mystery attracted universal attention 
and increased the interest. Every business 
house in town owas closed and 
every mechanic stopped work. In groups 
they searched everywhere for Summers, 
Some expecting to find him dead, others be- 
lieving that he had been carried away and 
would never be found. 

Every well in town was investigated. 

The river six or seven miles away was 
dragged for miles, 

But nothing could be ascertained. No 
Clue could be secured andj that night all 
Lithonia went to bed worn out and sad.

Tuesday an idea was advanced that Sum- 
mers had left of his own free will, and had 
gone away with a woman. 

Around the woman was a veil of mys- 
tery. 

No one seemed able to tell who she was. 

But the idea grew, until finally every 
one except his loving and devoted wife be- 
lieved it true. 

Then interest in his disappearance sub- 
sided and tbe search was wholly abandoned, 

Those who had been his warm friends, 
and had given hours of tedious work to the 
search, began to abuse him and to promise 
him a warm reception of a peculiar char- 


acter upon his return. 
With every day the interest in the story 


became less and less, and yesterday it had 
about died out. 

But it was quickly kindled this morning 
when Summers came home, and burned 
brighter and warmer than ever when the 
startling story he tells became known. 

The Georgia train from Augusta passes 
here for Atlanta about 4 o’clock in the 
morning. A minute ortwo afterit went by this 
morning John Jones, a negro boy, who was 
standing on the depot platform, observed 
some one approaching. The negro is always 
on the alert for a stray dime, and thinking 
that the man had just left the train, started 
towards him to see if he wanted anything. 
When within a few feet of the man_ the 
negro suddenly stopped, and throwing both 
hands high in the air yelled’ 

“My Gcd! Oh, my God!” 

The darky’s tone indicated plainly that 
he was frightened, and he, was in the act 
of fleeing when the man remarked: 

‘Ts that you, John?” 

Instantly the negro responded: 

“Ts that you, Mr. Summers?” 

*Yos, John,” was the answer; 
the matter?’’ 

‘‘’Fore God, we all t’ought you ha’ been 
murdered. But I’se mighty glad, Mister 
Bud, to know you ain’t.”’

Side by side the returned prodigal and 
the negro walked up the railroad track 
until they reached the crossing leading to 
Summers’s home. 

‘Right here,” said Summers, as they left 
the track, “is where they knocked me 
down.”’ 

‘Who knocked you down, Mr. Bud?” 
asked the negro, opening his eyes wide. 

‘Never mind; I’ll tell you all tomorrow.” 

The Summers home is large, two-story 
frame buiiding with a big porch in front. 
It is owned by a Mrs. Fitzpatrick, and 
with that lady Summers and his wife have 
been boarding for a long time. 

As Summers put his foot upon the first 
step he coughed. 

Instantly there was a quick, shrill bark 
from within. It was that black and tan 
terrier Summers left at home Saturday 
night when he went away last. The bark 
indicated happiness and recognition. Al- 
most before the sound had died away a 
light appeared in an upper room. It was 
the room in which Mrs. Summers slept.

“The minute he said eat I was hungry, 
notwithstanding my situation. You see I 
hadn’t had a mouthful in nearly twenty- 
four hours.’’ 

“What did they give you? 

“Corn bread and meat. They untied my 
hands and I got up and took a good 
stretch. Then they made me ___ sit 
down and we all went to eating. Two or 
three times I asked them what they wanted, 
but I always got the same answer. After 
supper one of ’em said: 

‘Now, Summers, how much money have 
you got?’ 

** ‘None,’ I answered. 

“ -That’s a d—n lie; you've got $200 in 
one pocket but we want more.’ 

“Instinctively I put my hand to the pocket 
in which I had that roll. Naturally I would 
have thought it gone, if I thought at all.

Why, I had rather have been kept in 
that log cabin a lifetime than to have had 
my wife’s good, Christian spirit hurt as 
they were by those wretched lies.”

The Distinguished Republican Leader 
Dies Suddenly, 


WAS THOUGHT T0 BE IN GOOD HEALTH 


But His Physician Had Warned 
Him to Quit Work 


AND «TAKE A MUCH-NEEDED REST, 


His Death Was Caused by Apdplexy—A 
Wife and Five Children to 
Mourn His Loss. 


WASHINGTON, December 20.—"‘Oh, my 
God! my head, my head!’’ and Senator Pres- 
ton B. Plumb, who, as a representative of the 
state of Kansas in the United States senate 
continuously since 1876, has occupied a promi- 
nent place in the councils of the republican 
party, afew minutes later fell back uncon- 
scious, never to regain “knowledge of what was 
going on about him. 

Stretched Out in Death. 

It was a quarter to 7 o’clock this morning 
when hé uttered this exclamation. A little 
more than five hours later the broad-framed,

powerful-looking Kansas senator was stretched 
out dead in his modest apartments on Four- 
teenth street. His physician, Dr. Philip 8. 
Wales; his clerk, B. W. Flenniker, and his 
landlord, Mr. Jennings, were with him at the 
end, His wife and two children are in Kansas. 

Death from Overwork. 

Death came from apoplexy, the result of ex- 
haustion of the brain. It was a clear case of 
overwork and inattention tothe laws of na- 
ture. The senator has been known for years 
as the most pushing, energetic, hard-working 
membet of the senate. A year ago he began 
to fail. His brain became affected, and throb- 
bing headaches became more and more fre- 
quent. His physicians warned him thata 
continuance Of his labors meant death, but he 
refused to heed their warning. He continued to 

sieam engine, 
today when still apparentiy in full vigor and 
with many years of life before him, he died. 
The News Abroad. 

The news of his sudden death shocked and 
startled his friends and acquaintances, of 
whom he had a great number in and out of 
public life. It being Sunday many persons 
were at church at the time of his death, 
and none, save those at his bedside, 
knew that he had been taken ill. Many per- 
sons who heard it were almost incredulous of 
the accuracyjof thereport. Butall acquainted 
with the senator, as with intuitive knowledge, 
asked the question whether or not apoplexy 
was the cause of his death. Mr. Plumb’s most 
incimate friends knew that he had been ailing 
for some time, but none were prepared for the 
worst. He had beenin the senate last week, 
and appeared to be as well asever. He at- 
tended to his duties with his usual briskness 
and vigor. 
Boasting of His Strength. 

A few days ago he said to’ senate employe, 
who congratulated him on his appearance, 
that he was younger than the employe, who 
was his junior by twenty years. As an evi- 
dence his his vitality he doubled up his fore- 
arm. His biceps muscles were hard and com- 
pact. He actively looked after the interests 
of his constituents last week, and probably 
leads any other senator in the number of bills 
introduced at this session. Notwithstanding 
this activity and his own assertion of his vig- 
orous health, latterly he bas beon complaining 
of sleepiessness, vertigo and symptoms which 
in medicine are embraced in the term, 
‘‘anphasia.’’ 

He complained of persistent pains in his 
head, impairment of his memory and a grow- 
ing inability to clothe his ideas in proper and 
appropriate words. The senator had previ- 
ously been remarkably fluent of speech, and 
his words came so freely, copiously and rap- 
idly that he was the terror of the stenog- 
raphers. 

*+Warned by the Doctor, 

It was not until two weeks ago, however, 
that Dr. Philip Wales was called in, and 
when asked for advice as to the trouble, the 
doctor, after a careful study of the case, in- 
formed the senator that his symptoms indicated 
apoplexy, and that he must quit work and 
take rest, but Mr. Plumb was incredulous, and 
thought the doctor had become unduly 
alarmed. He kept up his labors ex- 
cept when severe headaches forced him 
to temporarily abandon 4ffs work. He 
had a desk in the front room of his apartments 
and another in his committee room at the cap- 
itol. He worked on his immense personal bus- 
iness morning and night, after doing a hard 
day’s work on public affairs at the capitol. 

His eyes troubled him, and a skillful oculist 
examined them. His kidneys were also ex- 
amined by a specialist. Each of these persons 
reported that the trouble lay not in the eyes or 
the kidneys, and by their report that there was 
some other organic trouble, confirmed the di- 
agnosis of Dr. Wales. 

His Last Night. 

A few days ago Senator Plumb went to 
Philadelphia with Senator Quay for the pur- 
pose of consulting Dr. Peysper. He returned 
to Washington last night at 7 o’clock, com- 
plaining of the most violent headache, but 
went toa dinner at Chamberlin’s, given by 
ex-Senator Mahone to a few friends. It must 
have been 1 o’clock, or later, this morning 
when he returned to his quarters at 612 
Fourteenth street, for his landlord, Mr. 
Linson D. Jennings, said today that he did 
not retire until nearly 1 o’clock andthe sen- 
ator had not yet returned. Shortly before 2 
o’clock Mr. Jennings was awakened by a 
knock at his bedroom door. Senator Plamb 
told Mr. Jennings he was v sick -and re- 
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ator’s condition was serious, and at 2 o'clock 
Dr. Wales was summoned. 

The doctor alleviated the pain and adminis- 
tered the proper remedies. He stayed with 
Mr. Plumb from 2 until half-past 6 o'clock, 
and then left his patient sleeping quietly. 


The Death Struggle. 


At quarter to 7 o’clock, Senator Plumb 
awoke and with a spring bounded out of bed: 
to the slop jar and began to vomit. His head 
was aching violently. The vomiting ceased 
aftera time. Then the senator tossed his 
hands to his head and exclaimed: 

“Oh! my God, my head, my head!” the last 
words he ever uttered. 

Mr, Jennings stroked his head to relieve the 

ainand a few minutes later Mr. Plumb 
monte slumber and later into unconscious- 
About 10 o’clock Mr. B. W. Flenniken,clerk 
to the committeé on public lands, of which 
Senator Plumb was chairman, and his private 
secretary for years, called, as was his custom, 
to assist the senator with his correspondence. 

Mr. Flenniken noticed that he was breath- 
ing heavily and stertorously. Dr. Wales was 
again summoned. He saw at once that his 
— had been stricken with apoplexy. Mr. 

lumb was u ious arid his tongue was 
paralyzed. The doctor, Mr. Fienniken and 
Mr. ere remained with him until the end 
came at 11:50, 

Preparing for the Burial. 

The news of the sad event spread rapidly. 
Within an hour after Senator {Plumb’s death, 
Senator Peffer was at the side of his dead 
colleague. Sergeant-at-Arms Valentine and 
his deputy, Charles B. Reade, were promptly — 
on hand, and assumed the direction of the 
funeral arrangements. An undertaker was 
summoned and took charge of the remains. 


He proceeded at once to prepare the body for 
interment, and in a short time completed the 
embalming process. 

When the remains were properly eae 
a guard of honor, composed of the mean 
the United States senate, was detailed to 
watch over them until they are removed to 
the capitol. | 

Vice President Morton was informed of 
Senator Plumb’s death early in the afternoon.. 
He called immediately at the residence of the 
deceased and extended his ue offices. Sena- 
tors Manderson, Paddock, Walthall, ge 
Hale, Washburne, Teller, Walcott 
many other senators called dur- 
ing the day. They were inexpressibly 
shocked und grieved at the sad event and con- 
doled with one another upon the loss whieh 
the country, senate and they themselves had 
sustained through the untimely taking off of 
their beloved colleague.

PON THE RELATIONS OF BUSINESS MEN 


very Interest in the World Dependent 
on Each Other, and Involvedin Each 
Other’s Success or Failure. 


Brooxtyy, N. Y., December 20.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Any person seeking the secret of Dr. 
Talmage’s marvelous popularity with the 
millions of sermon hearers and sermon readers 
may find aclue toitin the sermon preached 
at the tabernacle this morning. It has noth- 
ing to do with abstruse doctrines, but gives a 
clear view of what may be termed applied 
Christianity. His text was, Proverbs m1, 6, 
“In allthy ways acknowledge Him and He 
shall direct thy paths.”’ 

“‘A promise good enough for many kinds of 
life, but not for my kind of life,’’ says some 
business man; ‘‘the law of supply and demand 
controls the business world.’’ But I have 
reason to say that it is a promise to all persons 
in any kind of honest business. 

There is no war between religion and busi- 
mess, between ledgers and Bibles, between 
churches and counting houses. On the con- 
trary, religion accelerates business, sharpens 
men’s wits,’sweetens acerbity of disposition, 
fillips the blood of phlegmatics and throws 
more velocity into the wheels of hard work. 
It gives better balancing to the judgment, 
more. strength to the will, more muscle to in- 
dustry, and throws into enthusiasm a more 
consecrated fire. You cannot in all the round 
of the world show me a man whose honest 
business has been despoiled by religion. 

The industrial classes are divided into three 

ups; producers, manufacturers, traders. 
sot ot such as farmers and miners. Man- 
ufacturers, such as those who turn corn into 
food, and wool and flaxintoapparel. Traders, 
such as make protit out of the transfer and 
exchange of ajl that which is produced 
and manufactured. A _ business man may 
belong to any one or ali of _ these 
classes, and not one is independent of the 
other. 

When the prince imperial of France fell on 
the Zulu battlefield because the strap fasten- 
ing the stirrup to the saddle broke as he clung 
te it, his comrades all escaping, but he falling 
under the lances of the savages, a great many 
people blamed the empress for allowing her 
son to go forth into that battletield, and others 
blamed the English government for accepting 
the sacrifice, and others blamed the Zulus for 
their barbarism. The one most to blame was 
the harness maker who fashioned that strap 
of the stirrup out of shoddy and imperfect 
material as it was found to have been after- 
ward. Ifthe strap had held, the prince im- 

rial would probably have been alive today. 

ut the strap broke. No prince independent 


' of a harness maker! 


High, iow, wise, ignorant, vou in one occu- 

tion, Lin another, all bound together. So 
that there must be one continuous line of 
sympathy with each other’s work. But what- 
ever your vocation, if you have a multiplicity 
of engagements, if into your life there come 
Jossesand annoyances and perturbations as 
well as percentages and dividends. if you aré 
pursued from Monday morning until Saturday 
night, and from January to January by inex- 
orable obligation and duty, then you area 
business man, or you are a business woman, 
and my subject is appropriate to your case. 

We are under the impression thatthe moil 
and tug of business life are a prison into 
which a man is thrust, or that it is an unequal 
strife where unarmed a man goes forth to con- 
tend. I shall show you that business life was 
intended of God for grand and glorious edu- 
cation and discipiine, and if I shall be helped 
to say what I want to say, I shall rub some of 
the wrinkles of care out of your brow, and 
unstrap some of the burdens ‘from your back. 
I am not talking toan abstraction. Though 
never having been in business life, I know all 
about business men. In my first parish at Belle- 
ville, N. J., ten miles from New York, a 
large — of my audience was made up of 
New York merchants. Then I went to Syra- 
cuse, a place of intense commercial activity, 
andthen I went to Philadelphia, and lived 
long among the merchauts of that city, than 
whom there are no better men on earth, and 
for more than twenty-two years I have stood 
in this presence, Sabbath by Sabbath, preach- 
ing to audiences, the inajority of whom are 
business men and business women. It is not 
an abstraction to which I speak, but a reality 
with which I am well acquainted. 

In the first place, I remark that business 
life was intended as aschool of energy. God 
gives us 2 certain amount of raw material out 
of which we are to hew our character. Qur 
faculties are to be reset, rounded and sharp- 
ened up. Our young folks having graduated 
from school or college need a higher education, 
that which the rasping and collision of every- 
day life alone can effect. Energy is wrought 
out only inafire. Aftera man has been in 
business activity ten, twenty, thirty years his 
energy isnot to be measured hy weights or 
plummets or ladders. There is no height it 
cannot scale, and there is no depth it cannot 
fathom, and there is no obstacle it cannot 
thrash. 

Now, my brother, why did God put you in 
that schoo! of energy? Was it inerely that 
you might be a yardstick to measure cloth, or 
a steelyard to weigh flour? Was it merely 
that you might be better qualitied to chaffer 
and higgle? No. God placed you in that 
school of energy that you might be developed 
for Christian work. If the undeveloped tal- 
ents in the Christian churches of today were 
brought out and thoroughly harnessed, I be- 
lieve the whole world would be converted to 
God in ashort time. There are so many deep 
streams that are turning no mill wheels and 
that are harnessed to no factory bands. Now, 
God demands the best lamb out of every 
flock. He demands the richest sheaf of every 
harvest. He demands the best men of every 

eneration. A cause in which Newton and 
ke and Mansfield toiled you and I can af- 
ford to toil in. 

Oh, for fewer idlers in the cause of Christ, 
and for more Christian workers, men who shall 
take the same energy that from Monday morn- 
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self. I have thought it to be a shame if 
I couldn’t toil as hard for the Lord as I had 
toiled for myself, and all the products of my 
factories and my commercial establishments to 
the last farthing have gone for the building of 
Christian institutions and supporting the 
church of God.’”’ Oh, if the same energy put 
forth for the world could be put forth for God! 
Oh, ifa thousand menin these great cities 
who have achieved a fortune could see it their 
duty to do all business for Christ and the alle- 
viation of the world’s suffering. 

Again, I remark, that business life is a 
school of patience. In your ris” Se life how 
many things to annoy and to disquiet! Bar- 
gains will rub. Commercial men will some- 
times fail to weet their engagements. Cash- 
book and money drawer will sometimes quar- 
rel. Goods ordered for a special emergency 
will come too late, or be damaged in the trans- 
portation. People intending no harm will go 
shopping without any intention of purchase, 
overturning great stocks of goods, and insist- 
ing that you break the dozen. More bad debts 
on the ledger. More counterfeit bills in the 
drawer. More debts to pay for other people. 
More meannesses on the part of partners 
in business. Annoyance after annoy- 
ance, vexation after vexation, and 
loss after loss. All. that process’. will 
either break you down or brighten you up. It 
is a school of patience. You have known men 
under the process to become petulant, and 
choleric, and angry, and pugnacious, and cross, 
and sour, and queer, and they lost their cus- 
tomers, and their name became a detestation. 
Other men have been brightened up under the 
process. They were toughened a the ex- 
posure. They were like rocks, all the more 
valuable for being blasted. At first they had 
to choke down their wrath, at first they had to 
bite their lip, at first they thought of some 
stinging retort they would like to make; but 
they conquered their eee They have 
kind words now for sarcastic flings. 
They have gentle behavior now for unman- 
nerly customers.’ They are patient now with 
unfortunate debtors, They have Christian re- 
tlections now for sudden reverses. Where did 
they get that patience? By hearing a minister 
preach concerning it on the Sabbath? Oh, 
no. They got it just where you will get it—if 
you ever get it at all—selling hats, discount- 
ing notes, turning banisters, plowing corn, 
tinning roofs, pleading causes. Oh, that amid 
the turmoil and anxiety and exaspiration of 
every-day life yon might hear the voice of God 
saying: ‘In patience possess your soul. Let 
patience have her perfect work.” 

I remark again, that business life is a school 
of useful knowledge. Merchants do not read 
many books and do not study lexicons. They 
do not dive into profounds of learning, and 
yet nearly all through their occupations come 
to understand questions of finance, and poli- 
tics, and geography, and jurisprudence, and 
ethics. Beaneetia a severe schoolmistress. If 
pupils will not learn she strikes them over the 
head and the heart with severe losses. You 
put $5,000 into an enterprise. It is all gone, 
you say, ‘That isa dead loss. Oh, no. You 
are only paying theschooling. That was only 
tuition, very large tuition—I toid you it 
was @ severe schoolmistress—but it was 
worth it. You learned things under that pro- 
cess you would not have learned in any other 
way. Tradersin grain come to know some- 


thing about foreign harvests: traders in fruit # 


come to know something about the prospects 
of tropical production; manufacturers of 
American goods come to understand the tariff 
on imported articles; publishers of books must 
come to understand the new law of copyright; 
owners of ships must come to know winds and 
shoals and navigation; aud every bale of cot- 
ton, and every raisin cask, and every tea box, 
and every cluster of bananas is so much liter- 
ature fora business man. Now, my brother, 
what are you going to do with ,the in- 
telligence? Do you suppose God put you 
in this school of information merely that you 
might be sharper in a trade, that you might be 
more successful as aworldling? Oh, no; it 
was that you might take that useful informa- 
tion and use it for Jesus Christ. Can it be 
that you have been dealing with fureign lands 
and never had the missionary spirit, wishing 
the salvation of foreign people? Can it be 
that you have become acquainted with all the 
outrages inflicted in business life and that you 
have never tried to bring to bear that gospel 
which is to extirpate all evil and correct all 
wrongs and illumine all darkness and lift up 
all wretchedness and save men for this world 
and the worid to come? Can it be that 
understanding all the intricacies of business, 
you know nothing about those things which 
will last after all bills of exchange and con- 
signments and invoices and rent rolls shall 
have crumpled up and been consumed in the 
tires of the last great day? Can it be that 
aman will be wise for time and a foo! for 
eternity ? 

I remark, also, that business life is a school 
for integrity. Noman knows what he will do 
when he is tempted. There are thousands of 
men who have kept their integrity merely 
because they never have been tested. <A 
man was elected treasurer of the state of 
Maine some years ago. He was distinguished 


for his honesty, usefulness and uprightness, 


but before one year had passed he had taken 
of the public funds for his own private use, 
and was hurled out of office in disgrace. Dis- 
tinguished for virtue before. Distinguished 
for crime after. You can call over the names 
of men just like that, in whose honesty you 
had complete confidence, but placed in cer- 
tain crises of temptation they went overboard. 
Never so many temptations to scoundrelism as 
now. Notalaw onthe statute book but has 
some back coor through which a miscreant 
can escape. Ah! howmany deceptions in the 
fabric of goods, so much plundering in com- 
mercial life that if a man talk about living a 
life of complete commercial] accuracy there 
are those who ascribe it to greenness and lack 
of tact. More need of honesty now than ever 
before, tried honesty, complete honesty, more 
than in those times when business was a plain 
affair, and woolens were woolens, and silks 
were silks, and men were men. 

How many men do you suppose there are in 
commercial life who could say truthfully, ‘In 
all the sales I have ever made I have never 
overstated the value of goods; in all the sales 
I have ever made I have never covered up an 
imperfection in the fabric; of all the thousands 
of dollars I have ever made 1 have not taken 
one dishonest farthing?’’ There are men, 
however, who can say it, hundreds who can 
say it, thousands who can say it. They are 
more honest than when they sold their first 
tierce of rice, or their first firkin of butter, be- 
cause their honesty and integrity have been 
tested, tried and came out triumpbant. But 
they remember a time when they could have 
robbed a partner, absconded with the funds of 
a bank, or sprung a snap judgment, 
or made a false assignment, or _ bor- 
rowed illimitably without any _ efforts 


As I go on in this subject, I am impressed 


with the importance of our having more syin- 
pathy with business men. Is it not ashame that 
we in our pulpitsdo not oftener preach about 
their st les, their trials, and their tempta- 
tions? Men who toil with the hand are not 
apt to be very sympathetic with those who 
toil with the brain. The farmers who raise 
the corn and the oats and the wheat some- 
times are tempted to think that grain mer- 
chants have an easy time, and get their protits 
without giving any equivalent.. Plato and 
Aristotle were so opposed to mer- 
chandise that they declared com- 
merce to be the curse of the nations, 
and they advised that cities be built at least 
ten miles from the seacoast. But you and I 
know that there are no more industrious or 
high-minded men than those who move in the 
world of traffic. Some of them carry burdens 
heavier than hodsof brick, and are exposed to 
sharper things than the east wind, and climb 
mountains higher than the Alps or Himalayas, 
and if they are faithful Christ will at last say 
tothem: ‘Well done, good and faithful ser- 
vant; thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee ruler over manv 
things. Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 

We talk about the martyrs of tha Piedmont 


valley, and the martyrs among the Scotch | 


highlands, and the martyrs at Oxford. There 
are just as cgrtainly martyrs of Wall strect 
and State street, martyrs of Fulton street and 
Broadway, martyrs of Atlantic street and 
Chesinut street, going through hotter fires, or 
having their necks under sharper axes. Then 
it behooves us to banish all fretfulness from 
our lives, if this subject be true. We look 
back to the time when we were at school, and 
we remember the rod, and we remember the 
hard tasks, and we complained grievously; 
but now we see it was for the best. Bnsi- 
ness life is a school, and the tasks 
are hard, and the chastisements some- 
times are very grievous; but do not complain. 
The hotter the fire the better the refining. 
There are men before the throne of God this 
day in triumph who on earth were cheated 
out of everything but their coffin. They were 
sued, they were imprisoned for debt, they were 
throttled by constables with a whole pack of 
writs, they were sold out of the sheriffs, they 
had no compromise with their creditors, they 
had to makeassignments, Their dying hours 
were annoyed by the sharp ringing of the door- 
bell by some impetuous creditor who thought 
it was outrageous and impudent that a man 
should dare to die before he paid the last three 
shillings and sixpence. I had a friend who had 
many inisfortunes. Everything went against 
him. He had good business quality and was 
of the best of morals, but he was one of those 
men such as you have sometimes seen, for 
whom everything seems to go wrong. His 
life became to hima plague. When I heard 
he was dead, I said: “Good; got ridof the 
sheriffs!” Who are those lustrous souls be- 
fore the throne? When the question is asked, 
“Who are they?’ the angels standing on the 
sea of glassrespond: ‘These are they who 
came outof great business trouble and had 
their robes washed and made white in the 
blood of the Lamb.” 

A man arose in Fulton street prayer meet- 
ing, and said: “I wish publicly to acknowl- 
edge the goodness of God. I was in business 
trouble. I had money to pay, and I had no 
means to pay it, and I was in utter despair of 
all human help, and I laid this matter before 
the Lord, and this morning I went down 
among some old business friends I had not 
seen in many years, just to make acall, and 
one said to me, ‘Why, I am so glad to see you, 
walkin. We have some money on our books 
due you a good while, but we didn’t know 
where you were, and therefore not having 
your address we could not send it. We are 
verv glad you have come.’”’”’ And the man 
sranding in Fulton street prayer meeting 
said: ‘‘The amount they paid me was six 
times what I owed.”” Yousay it only hap- 
pened so? You areaninfidel. God answered 
that man’s prayer. Oh, you want business 
grace. Commercial ethics, business honors, 
laws of trade, are all very good in @heir place, 
but there are times when you want something 
more than this world will give you. You want 
God. For the lack oftiim some that you have 
known have consented to forge, and to mal- 
treat their friends, and to curse their enemies, 
and their names have been bulletined among 
scoundrels, and they have been ground to pow- 
der; while other men you have known have 
gone through the very same stress of circum- 
stances triumphant. There are men here 
today who fought the battle and gained 
the victorv. People come out of that man’s 
store, and they say: ‘‘Well, if there ever was 
a Christian trader, that is one.’’ Integrity 
kept the books and waited on the customers. 
Light from the eternal world flashed through 
the show windows. Love to God and love to 
man presided in that storehouse. Some day 
people going through the street notice that the 
shutters of the windows are not down. The 
bar of that store door has not been removed. 
People say, ‘‘Whatisthe matter?’’ You goup 
a little closer, and yousee written on thecard of 
that. window: “Closed on account of the death 
of one of the firm.”’ That day alithrough the 
circles of business there is talk about how a 
good man has gone. Boards of trade pass res- 
olutions of sympathy, and churches of Christ 

ray, ‘‘He)p, Lord, for the godly man ceaseth.’’

With an eloquent and magnetic pastor, a wise and 
COnergetic beard of officers, and devoted and 
kTOwing congregation, and located in the heart of 
the most enightened and cultured citizenship of 
the city, the future of Atlanta’s “Little Church 
Around the Corner”’ is full of glorious promise. 

At the Hunter Street Christian Charch. 

After reading Isaiah’s srophecy of Christ's 
birth,and Luke’s account of the fulfillment of that 
prophecy, yesterday morning, Mr. Williamson, 
of the Christian church, preached a Christmas 
sermon, 

He said: In the daysof the coming week the 
word “Christmas” will be heard oftener than any 
other. It willbubble up from childhood’s rosy 
lips; it will How lightl¥from the lips of youths and 
maidens; it will flow strongly from the lips of 
young: men and young women; and 
it will fall trembiingly from the 
lips of theaged. You would not banish it from 
any place. You will be gladdened by the shout 
of “Christmas gift’ from the happy boys and 
girls, with the “Merry Christmas” of the youn 
men and women who greet you, and you will fee 
athrillof pleasure when the lips of the aged say, 
Slinply: ‘God bless you.” 

_The exact date of Christ's birth is not known. 
Until the fourth century the Christmas festival 
was movable. St. Cyril persuaded the pope, 
Julian I,to have the question of the Savior’s 
birthday investigated, and it was then December 
25th was fixed as the anniversary. 

In the earliest days of Christianity the death and 
resurrection of Christ were the all-absorbing 
themes of interest, and 80 the exact date of his 
birth was lost. 

Mr. Williamson thought that, perhaps, this is 
one of the things that God, im iis wisdom, has 
hidden, as He hid the burial placeof Moses, but 
that it is one about which Christians need feel no 
regret, since any Christian may well be glad to 
have these things hidden, knowing God's own 
hand directs the burial. 

‘The origin of Chrismas decorations, and the 
giving of presents, was ably presented; the tradi- 
tions of Santa Claus, the yule tree, the plum 
pudding and mince pie, were all brought out, bu% 
in the answer to the question, ‘What does 
Christmas mean ?’’ was embodied the 
deep purpose and power of the discourse. 

Mr. Williamson declared that while the ob- 
servance of the Christmas-tide is not of divi.e 
authority, it, yet, is the ontburst of the human 
heart, reaching after the splendid light, the glori- 
ous life, the unfathomable love which Jesus 
brought into the world. 

In simple illustr.tion of this, he quoted an ex- 
qu site little gem, descriptive of the picture and 
promise of Christ’s birth; he painted, with pathos 
and power, the scene upon which shone the light 
of the star of Bethlehem, and the angel choir that 
sang of “Peace on earth, good -willto men.”’ He 
could scarcely imagine a man standing beneath 
the star-gemmed heavens, remembering 
that these twinkling stars are great and glorious 
suns which God has tossed off his finger tips, and 
yet denying the blessed message that the angels 
brought while the star of Bethlehem stood over 
the child in the manger. 

He felt thatthe reign of Jesus Christ in the 
hearts of men means the arbitration of nations; 
and that, but for this blessed reign, bloody war 
would lfave marked many a battlefield in Europe 
throughout the last decade, where, instead, sweet 
peace has held royal sway. In illustration of this 
happy flitting of the spirit, he cited the 
beautiful prose poem of Herbert Ward 
in The Century, where he resents 
the contending generals of Germany and France 
each in turn asking, when their soldiers refused 
to figh . ‘Whereis this ‘nameless master in Eu- 
rope’ who exerts such influence?’ and were 
answered, ‘*We call him the Prince of Peace.”’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Williamson exhorted his 
people to be thoughtful how they shall spend the 
coming Christmas-tide; to remember the sick and 
the poor; to tak» heed that they tempt not the 
young nor the weak, and to so live that in the end 
there be no sad regret lurking amid the happy 
inemories that should linger. 

St. Philip's Church. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Tupper preached an 
ante-Christmas sermon toa very large congrega- 
tion in St. Philip’s church. His subject was, ‘The 
True Christmas Joy, Found only in the Incarnation 
of Christ.” 

The discourse, which was thoughtful and prac- 
tical, was founded upon the words in the first 
chapter of St. Luke, the seventy-eighth and sev- 
enty-ninth verses: “The day-spring from on 
high hath visited us to give light to them that 
sitin darkness and in the shadow of death, to 
guide our feet in the way of peace.”’ 

These are the closing words of that 
sublime hymn of Zacharius, known as 
the “Benedictus,’’ in which, after blessing God 
for His mercies, he tarns to his infant child, who 
Stousherinthe dawn of the sun of righteous- 
ness by proclaiming salvation tothe world. The 
incarnation of Christ has adeep meaning to the 
Christian. Its meaning is conveyed in these worcs 
of St. John: “Andthe word was made flesh anc 
dwelt among us, and we behold His glory as of the 
only begotten of the Father, full of grace and 
truth.” As thought is to speech, so is the word 
made fiesh, but the expression of God tothe 
word, being called the word ot life and included in 
this incarnation, are the thoughts conveyed in 
that glorious hymn which heralded the birth of 
the Savior, “Peace on earth, good will among 
Men.” 

The music was very fine at both morning and 
evening service. 

The Central Presbyterian Church. 

There was a good-sized congregation to hear 
Dr. Strickler, the pastor, yesterday morning. 

Dr. Strickler was suffering with a severe cold 
and was hoarse, yet he did not disappoint his 
hearers. 

His text was Corinthians vil, 26, “‘Now ye are 
the body of Christ.’”’ The church to which this 
epistie was addressed wasin trouble. There were 
divisions in the church and some claimed to be of 
Paul, and some of Apollos, and some of Christ, 
and envied or despised each other, and were jeal- 
ous of each other’s gifts.

A couple of -“‘slick”’ artists were arrested by 
the detectives Saturday night, and another 
member of the same gang is badly wanted. 

They claim to be agents and members of @ 
Louisville, Ky., picture-enlarging concern, and 
have canvassed Rome, Atlanta and other 
Georgia towns. 

They have been in Atlanta for about three 
weeks, and if reports are correct they are sev- 
eral hundred dollars ahead and nothing to 
offer as value received. 

They take orders, sign up contracts, and re- 
quire a bonus, but if they have ever delivered 
a piece of work to any one of their Atlanta 
customers, it has not come tojlight. 

They also live in first-class boarding houses 
and pose as star guests; but when settling day 
comes it is said they cannot be found. 

Twoof theagents giving their names as 
Lovd Gore and W. E. Kingston were arrested 
by the detectives Saturday night and now oc- 
cupy cellsin the city prison. They caused a 
great deal of anxiety by their operations in 
this city, outside of the amount of money in- 
volved.

EXTENDING EDGEWOOD AVENUE, 


The Matter Is Being Agitated—The Necessity 
for a Good Koad. 

The matter of extending Edgswood avenue is 
being considerably agitated. 

It has been suggested as the best solution for 
the road muddle in DeKalb county. 

For several weeks the general theme of con- 
versation in DeKalb county has been the serious 
coudition of the road between Atlanta and De- 
catur, alongside of the Georgia railroad. 

This isa very important thoroughfare, as it is 
greatly traveled by truckmen and dairymen com- 
ing to the city. 

This road was deemed of such importance that 
the county commissioners have expended a great 
deal of money in building a first-class road for the 
convenience of the people. 

Captain C. W. Smith, who resides on this road, 
has spent a good sum of money to make it good. 
Mr. Smith says that he is willing to be taxed to 
improve the condition of the roads. 

Colonel T. J. Hightower, one of the county com- 
missioners, is very much discouraged over tue 
fact that the road has been rendered practically 
valueless by the grading of the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern railroad. 

Rumors of a suit against this road are rife, but 
Colonel Hightower is very reticent on the subject. 
He says that the best plan tor the county to adopt 
to avoid future couple itions is to lay out a road 
from the Fulton county line straight through to 
the line of Rockdale county and go to wo:k at 
ence to build a first class public road, 

This, he -ays, will require money. Asthe peo- 
ple are already heavily taxed, he suggests the 
issuing of thirty-year 6 per cent bonds, sufficient 
to met the cost, 

He has given the matter careful study and is 
firmly convinced that to issue bonds is the safest 
and best plan to pursue. 

To extend Edgewood avenue will greatly shorten 
the distance between Atlanta and Decatur and 
this is very much desired.
